o ut and added to the wo rld’s supply .

The machinery which Ediso n has de­ 
v ised has been co mpleted and is ready 
fo r shipment to Santa Fe, N. M.,where 
it will be started. 
It is bo x ed up at 
the Ediso n wo rks at Orange and sur­ 
ro unded by ev ery safeguard o f 
se­ 
crecy . 
“ I am the patentee o f the pro cess.” 
said the inv ento r, “ but my o nly inter­ 
est in the co rpo ratio n, which is called 
the Calestro co mpany , is my emplo y ­ 
ment as its ex pert, 
i ex pect to go to 
New Mex ico with the machinery and 
to superintend the co nstructio n o f the 
plant. 
W e shall begin wo rk almo st at 
o nce. 
“ At the start we shall pro duce $1 0 ,0 0 0 
wo rth o f go ld ev ery day . 
The electric 
machinery will take it directly fro m 
tne sand. 
There will be no transpo r­ 
tatio n o f the o re. 
We shall handle it 
all o n the spo t and merely ship the 
pure go ld. 
“ My process has solved the problem 
of gold mining without water. 
It has 
been tested and found to fill all require­ 
ments. 
The gold ore in some places is 
not more than three feet below the sur­ 
face, and it extends downward in some 
localities for 100 feet before bedrock is 
reached.” 
Mr. Edison’s sy stem of gold extra c ­ 
tion by electricity is somewhat similar 
to th a t which he uses at Edison, New 
Jersey , in getting iron from river ore 
by magnetism. 
Changes were needed 
in the iron-extracting machinery to 
m ake it applicable to gold ore. 
Mr. Edison, when asked to explain 
his statement th a t he preferred the do 
posits of low-grade to those of high- 
grade, said: 
“ Give me the deposits of low-grade 
ore in this country and others can have 
the high grade. 
T he high-grade de­ 
posits are ai way s in small veins, and 
it would not pay to put up my m achin­ 
ery to work them. 
T he g re at proiits 
of the future in mining are to be made 
from low-grade ores near at hand, re­ 
duced by such an extractor as J have 
designed. 
“ i would not think of setting up a 
big plant to work an ordinary vein of 
gold. 
Even about 100 feet wide, 10 feet 
deep and half a mile long would not 
pay me: 1 want deposits two miles long 
and 000 feet wide. 
“ I have figured out th at a small 
profit can be made in gold ore tbat 
assay s as low as $1.25 a ton. 
Ore of as 
low a grade as th a t could not be mined 
profitably by any existing process ex­ 
cept mine,” 
Mr. Edison estimates the cost of 
erecting one of his plants at $1,000,000. 
T he region into which the plant will 
be taken is arid, and water cannot be 
obtained there for mining by the or­ 
dinary methods.
